Twenty-one bodies, the majority 
not identified, and 213 survivors 
have been landed by rescue ships. 
Possibility that any of the remain- 
ing 93 persons had been picked up 
hy vessels without wireless and 
might be landed later was slight, 
and it was generally conceded that 
they should be numbered among 
the dead. 

Tlree coast guard cutters re- 
mained near the scene of the disas- 
ter today, but whether any bodies 
were aboard them was unkonwn. 
They were the Davis, the Porter 
and the Manning, which previously 
had reported eight bodies taken 
from the water, but it was thought 
wessible these had been transferred 
to the Shaw, which reported 13 
aboard today.

VESSELS QUIT SEARCH 
FOR VESTRIS DEAD. 

Norfolk, Va., November 15.—(#)— 
The grim search of the sea for sur- 
vivors and bodies of victims of the 
steamer Vestris disaster was ended to- 
night. 

Two coast guard cutters which had 
been retained on the scene near the 
steamer’s foundering were ordered to 
discontinue their search and to return 
to Norfolk.

Wall Street Worries. 


Wall street most always has its 
share of worries when congress is in 
session.

The coming short ses- 
sion, which is now only a fortnight 
away, will most likely create ner- 
vousness in market circles before the 
time comes for members to head to- 
ward home for the year-end holidays.

Boston, November 15.—(#)—The 
election. of Herbert Hoover as presi- 
dent was termed “a great victory” by 
Mrs. EWa Alexander Boole in her ad- 
dress. as president of the National 
Woman's Christian Temperance union 
at the opening session eof its fifty- 
fourth conyention in Tremont temple 
tonight. 

“There were many issues,” she said, 
“but prohibition ranked first with 
women and their interest in this cause 
resulted in greatly increased registra- 
tion and in interest in the election. 
There has never been a_ presidential 
campaign in which women have taken 
so active a part. The slogan ‘principle 
above party’ rallied the women of the 
nation. 

“The people of America have proven 
they are loyal to their constitution. 
They do not want it changed. .. . 

“We still believe prohibition is the 
best method of dealing with the liquor 
traffic. We appeal to the American 
public to give it a chance by obeying 
the law voluntarily.. We appeal to the 
press for loyalty to the constitution 
and editorial support of this method 
adopted after long years of education 
and by the orderly processes of govern- 
ment.
